Leaders of Civil Air Patrol from around the USA gathered at the National Air
and Space Museum, March 2nd to honor the 60th anniversary of the founding of the U.S.
Air Force Auxiliary. At the request of National Headquarters, Maryland Wing Music pro-
vided a small combo to provide music for the evening reception. Many compliments were
bestowed on the players and on MWM. Our thanks go out to all participants.

Brief History of CAP

The Civil Air Patrol was formed in 1941 primarily to perform civil-defense func-
tions in response to the threat of German aggression. By an act of Congress, it became a
formal auxiliary of the United States Air Force in 1948. 

The USAF provides the Civil Air Patrol with technical services, advice and facil-
ities. In return, the CAP - now with 51,000 members - provides aerospace education,
emergency services and youth cadet training.

The CAP is best known for its Search-and-Rescue (SAR) operations. CAP per-
forms this service for the United States Air Force, using a fleet of more than 5,000 air-
craft. 

In 1994, the Civil Air Patrol conducted nearly ninety percent of all Search and
Rescue missions in the United States involving civilian aircraft. 

The Civil Air Patrol is involved in United States Air Force training and commu-
nications planning. Its pilots fly thousands of hours in counter-drug reconnaissance mis-
sions for the United States Air Force and other federal agencies.

National Congress of Aerospace Education

The National Congress of Aerospace Education will hold a conference April 4th -
6th in Arlington, Virginia. Teachers and aerospace scholars from around the nation will
attend. Maryland Wing Music has accepted a request to provide a swing band for the
NCASE reception on Friday, April 5th. This will take place at the Crystal Gateway
Marriott in Arlington [the Congress Hotel]. Downbeat is at 1800 [6:00PM]. Performance
time is expected to be about one hour. The uniform will be WWII era khakis. Swing band
members are asked to contact Lieutenant Powell as soon as possible concerning their par-
ticipation.
